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Why God Chose Speaking in Tongues as 
the Initial Evidence of the Holy Spirit, 


Proof No. IV—Paul was working as a 
traveling evangelist that year—didn’t get 
in on the appointments—and he showed 
up in Ephesus. He finally found the lo- 
cal church down across the tracks— 
they hadn’t bothered to put any notices 
in the local paper nor in the phone book. 
God would send the people in—if God or 
the people could find the church. He 
found an old man working around the 
yard who proved to be the pillar and 
foundation and roof and brakes of the 
church. Paul said, “I’m a Pentecostal 
preacher.” The old man said, “You look 
like one of that starved lot.” Paul said, 
“‘How’s the chances of preaching here to- 
night?” The old man said, scratching his 
chin whiskers, ““Well, I don’t reckon you 
could make things any worse than they 
are. But I’m warnin’ ye, there won’t be 
no offerings.” 


So after a cold song service and a 
“forty-year-ago” testimony service, Paul 
began to preach, and all he got was cold 
stares from the twelve men and hand- 
ful of women and children. He shouted 
and he stamped, he shed tears and waved 
his arms, but the more he cavorted the 
more they stared. Finally Paul stopped in 
the middle of his sermon and said, “Say! 
have you folks ‘received the Holy Ghost 
since you believed’?” (Acts 19:2.) The 
old man rose slowly to his feet and said, 
“Eh, Brother Paul?” Paul said, ““The Holy 
Ghost! Have you received the Holy 
Ghost since you believed?” The old man, 
clearly puzzled, said, “The what, Brother 
Paul?” This time Paul shouted it, “The 
Holy Ghost and fire, Brother! That’s 
what you fellows need!” The old man 
still puzzled, but willing to be shown, 
said, ‘““Why, Paul, we ain’t even so much 
as heerd whether there be any Holy 
Ghost!” (Acts 19:2.) So then Paul knew 
he was on the right track and after he 
had explained the whole thing to them 
he baptized them, the Holy Ghost filled 
them, and they “spake with tongues and 
prophesied” (V. 6). 


What more proof need we give that 
when folks received the Holy Ghost in 
Bible times they spoke with other 
tongues? And what better could we do 


than to accept the example of the great - 


scholarly teacher of the New Testament, 
that man filled with wisdom and the 
power of God, who, after he was baptized 
with the Holy Ghost (Acts 9:17), said, 
“I-thank my God I speak with tongues 
more than ye all” (1 Cor. 14:18), and 
who said, “I would that ye all spake with 
tongues,” V. 5. But, as is evidenced, the

speaking with other tongues has been 
chosen by the Lord as the initial evi- 
dence that one has received the Holy 
Spirit, then at once rises the age-old 
question—WHY? 


Now we realize that faith does not ask 
why; that faith is believing before see- 
ing, and for this reason God demands 
many acts of faith on our part with- 
out telling us why. That His Word gives 
us proof that this is His plan and will, 
is an all-sufficient reason, yet one of the 
deepest of all human characteristics is to 
want to know WHY. It is first manifest 
in the baby beginning to talk. “Mamma, 
why? Daddy, why?” is heard a thousand 
times from the baby lips, and the trait 
persists throughout life. If we are sup- 
posed to do a certain thing we want to 
know why we are supposed to do it. 
Once satisfied as to the “why” then we 
feel we can proceed with intelligent en- 
thusiasm. God, recognizing this trait, 
especially in the unconvinced, tells us to 
“be ready ALWAYS to give an answer 
to every man that asketh you a REASON 
of the hope that is in you—” (1 Pet. 3: 
15). This reasoning form of preaching 
embodied much of Paul’s message. 


First reason—It is the only one of the 
nine gifts that man cannot claim to du- 
plicate in the natural. This is an age of 
mind worship, as God prophesied. (Dan. 
12:4; 2 Tim. 3:1-7. Note V. 7; 4:1-4.) 
All false religions claim the power of 
the mind, making the mind as God. (2 
Thess. 2:8-12.) The gift of healing? 
Power of mind over matter—think you’re 
well and you will be well. Miracles? Un- 
der the same listing—if you concentrate 
strongly enough, you can even do mira- 
cles. Discernment? (They never notice 
that it says “discerning of SPIRITS.’’) 
Why sure! I have lots of discernment. I 
can just read people’s minds, and my 
first judgments are nearly always right. 
Man refuses to recognize that these are 
divine gifts, supernaturally bestowed and 
operated. He will not acknowledge the 
supernatural in this age. But the gift of 
TONGUES! That stumps him. Oh, it is 
true that a few unthinking, unintelli- 
gent willfully blind opposers will say 
that we just work ourselves into an emo- 
tional pitch and rattle off a lot of un- 


intelligible gibberish. But the thinking 
man knows that there are multiplied 
thousands of proven examples where the 
recipient of the manifestation spoke in a 
known language with which he was in 
no way familiar. For example, three of 
our Mexicans in one night spoke in clear 
English and prophesied the soon coming 
of Jesus. None of them knew a word of 
English. 


When your neighbor, whom you have 
known for forty years, and you know 
that he can’t even talk good English, sud- 
denly begins to talk in a foreign lan- 
guage, it either thrills or scares you, one 
of the two, and you are forced to confess 
that it is a supernatural manifestation. 
You may say it’s of the devil, but at 
least you admit it’s supernatural! And 
that’s what .God wants in this mind- 
worshiping age, when no man wishes to 
admit there is anything more supernat- 
ural than the mind of man. Those with 
any yearning at all toward God will con- 
fess that it is indeed the power of God. 
“Wherefore tongues are for a sign, not 
to them that believe, but to them that 
believe not” (1 Cor. 14:22). 


Second reason—The tongue is the most 
wicked, cruelest, most destructive and 
uncontrollable member of the human 
make-up. More lives are destroyed by the 
tongue than by sickness. One  long- 
tongued church member, with the tongue 
fastened in the middle and loose on both 
ends, can do more harm by far in the 
community than the worst drunkard. 


James 3:1-8 tells us what the tongue 
is. Verse 6 says it is a “a world of iniquity 
—it defiles the whole body—setteth on 
fire the course of nature—(that is, with 
the tongue all of the passions of anger, 
hate, lust, etc., can be aroused in a 
man)—and it is set on fire of hell.” Verse 
two tells us that if a man can control 
his tongue he is a PERFECT man. What 
a wonderful thought! But verse 8 tells 
us that no man can control the tongue! 
Verses 4 and 7 tell us that man has tamed 
nearly everything moving—but he is 
whipped when it comes to his tongue. 
Isaiah said, when he caught a _ true 
glimpse of the Lord, “Woe is me! for 
I am undone; because I am a man of un- 
clean lips—” (Isa. 6:5). Paul said, “For 
what I would, that I do not; but what I 
hate, that do I” (Rom. 7:15). But Isaiah 
found a remedy in the coals from off the 
altar, purifying his lips, a type of the 
purifying fire of the Holy Ghost; and 
Paul found a remedy in the same source,

Then to my sur- 
prise he said, “There is nobody in or 
around Atlanta but what knows this 
man. I have never seen him but I sit at 
my radio and listen to him every Sunday.” 

The work of Brother Whittington in 
Atlanta has certainly been phenomenal. 
During the past two years he has con- 


structed a beautiful church building at a 
cost of more than $20,000. It is located 
on the beautiful Highway No. 41 East 
going into Atlanta. He has recently con- 
structed a beautiful manse at a cost of 
$8,000.

For Moses de- 
scribeth the righteousness which is of the 
law, That the man which doeth those 
things shall live by them.” Then Jet us 
also notice Gal. 3:19, 24-26, ““Wherefore 
then serveth the law? It was added be- 
cause of transgressions, till the seed should 
come to whom the promise was made; and 
it was ordained by angels in the hand of 
a mediator. Wherefore the law was our 
schoolmaster to bring us unto Christ, 
that we might be justified by faith. But 
after that faith is come, we are no longer 
under a schoolmaster, for ye are all chil- 
dren of God by faith in Jesus Christ.” 
In Luke 16:16 we have the words of 
Jesus, “The law and the prophets were 
until John: since that time the kingdom 
of God is preached, and every man press- 
eth into it.” John the Baptist did not 
preach himself or his own righteousness, 
or set himself forth as the beginner of a 
new dispensation or religion, but he de- 
clared the office of Christ which makes 
Christ the beginner of the new dispensa- 
tion. 


In the Epistle to the Hebrews, chapter 
8, verses 6 and 7, we find, “But now hath 
he obtained a more excellent ministry, by 
how much also he is the mediator of a 


better covenant, which was established ° 


upon better promises. For if that first 
covenant had been faultless, then should 
no place have been sought for the sec- 
ond.” The New Testament plan of salva- 
tion is God’s will to us and is Christ-cen-

we have these very strong remarks. Heb. 
12:2, “Looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith,” and Heb. 13:8 
states, “Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and today, and forever.” 


Question: Will you please give a full 
explanation of 1 Cor. 11:16?—Mrs. L. M. 


Answer: We have had several ques- 
tions along this line but have felt indis- 
posed so far to answer, however at this 
time we are giving some quotations which 
will possibly help in analyzing this verse. 
It must be remembered that the apostle 
Paul is talking to a group of people who 
had become divided and contentious. He 
was trying to get them together. The con- 
text will prove this to be true. The scrip- 
ture referred to in the King James Ver- 
sion reads, “But if any man seem to be 
contentious, we have no such custom, 
neither the churches of God.” A word for 
word translation of the Greek reads, “But 
if any one thinks contentious to be, we 
such custom have not for the assemblies 
of God.” ‘The Weymouth Translation 
reads, “But if any one is inclined to be 
contentious on the point, we have no such 
custom, nor have the churches of God.” 
The Moffatt’s Translation, says, “If any 
one presume to raise objections on this 
point—well, I acknowledge no _ other 
mode of worship, and neither do the 
churches of God.” In verse 14 Paul calls 
attention to the fact that nature itself 
should teach men how to do on this line, 
and appeals to their common sense against 
contention and division.

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THE WORK ON ST. VINCENT, 
BARBADOS, B. W. I. 


By J. B. WINTER 


I have just returned from my visit to 
the Island St. Vincent. After some delay 
and uncertainty in getting away from 
here, I was able to secure passage on a 
small ninety-ton steamboat which made 
the 120-mile journey in seventeen hours. 
Our craft surely did some reeling, but 
got us safely there Saturday, the 14th. I 
then had to take a bus out seventeen 
miles in the country to Diamond Vil- 
lage where my work was to begin. Sun- 
day morning at 8:30 we had a baptismal 
service, when eight were buried with 
their Lord in water baptism. At 9:30 
we were in the meeting room for Sun- 
day school, where I was able to address 
about seventy children and young peo- 
ple. After the Sunday school we had a 
reception service, when eight new mem- 
bers were added to the church. After this 
I preached to a nice gathering and had an 
altar call for consecration when a goodly 
number responded, and we closed the 
morning services at 3 p. m. After a little 
rest and refreshments we were back for 
the night service which commenced at 
7 p. m. We had a crowded house, and the 
power of God came down upon the 
people. We had the joy of seeing seven 
earnest seekers coming to God for sal- 
vation from sin. 

Monday night we had meeting at Low- 
man’s Village about four miles away, 
where we had a nice meeting and a good 
hearing. Tuesday night we were at 
Biabou Village, where Evangelist I. Smith 
is the pastor. Here we also had a won- 
derful crowd, closing with three earnest 
seekers. 

Wednesday we left early in the morn- 
ing by bus for Kingston, where we took 
a launch for Chatabelair, some fifteen 
miles down the other side of the Island. 
Rain had been falling all day, and we 
arrived at Chatabelair about 6 p. m. and 
were only able to have a prayer meeting 
that night. Thursday I was able to walk 
miles through the country looking the 
field over, and at night we had a large 
open-air service, as our room there is very 
small. We had hundreds in our congrega- 
tion, closing with fifteen seeking salva- 
tion, 

Friday we went to visit other near- 
by places, and at night we had another 
mass open-air meeting in the park, which 
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resulted in thirty-six people bowing at 
our altar in the open air, some for healing,

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Idleness 


“Others standing idle in the market 
place;” “Others standing idle” at the 
eleventh hour. Idleness denotes uncon- 
cern relative to the problems of spiritual 
things. Idleness shows disrespect for self, 
family, Savior and country. 

In these times of urgent need, it has 
become almost a crime to be idle or not 
to be actively and usefully employed. 
Idleness at this time endangers citizen- 
ship and loved ones. Idleness with respect 
to spiritual things and work also endan- 
gers our heavenly citizenship and loved 
ones. Let us notice: ““They stood idle in 
the marketplace.” The marketplace is 
the world, yet in most every town, city 
and country there is a place where those 
who are idle gather for revelries of idle 
indulgence. The ministers who stand idle 
align themselves with the world and 
those who take the sacred call of the 
Savior as a thing of naught. 

A question: Why stand ye idle? Our 
Savior was apparently surprised as to 
why men were not actively engaged in 
some useful livelihood. The answer: “No 
man hath hired us” is certainly a poor 
answer. 

The Lord of the vineyard had gone 
out in the morning to hire laborers to 
work in His vineyard. Had these idlers 
been there they could have been at work 
early in the day. The minister who can 
find no place to work, does not listen 
to the call of the Holy Spirit. God calls 
none to preach whom He does not guide 
to a place of useful toil. The trouble is 
that many ministers and laborers do not 
want to toil. 

The eleventh hour: The final hour of 
the day, the hour before sunset; this is 
so much like many preachers, they can 
idle all their life away most, and then 
fly into a rage about doing something 
when life is about all over. The eleventh 
hour signifies the close of the age of 
gtace. Certainly we are now in the elev- 
enth hour of the day of grace, a period 
when everyone who has had the call of 
the gospel should be actively engaged do- 
ing in some way the work of our Master. 

Our pay: We will all most certainly 
be paid for our labors. He agrees to pay 
at least “a penny” each day. A possible 
reference to eternal life. No man may lay. 
claim to pay who has not been hired, 
nor who has not actually worked. 

Criticism: We are often very critical of 
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the pay or multitudinous blessings the 
Lord bestows upon other laborers; and 
how little He has paid some others of us 
for our work. It is safe to say that none of 
us will get more out of our labors than 
we have put into our work. He that 
reapeth receiveth wages. John 4:36.

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Why God Chose Speaking in 
Tongues as the Initial Evidence of 
the Baptism With the Holy Spirit, 
Or Did He?

Jesus. After asking, “Who shall deliver 
me from the body of this death?” (Rom. 
7:24), he cried out in glad triumph, “I 
thank God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord” (V. 25). “The law of the Spirit 
of life in Christ Jesus hath made me 
free from the law of sin and death” 
(Chap. 8:2). No! man cannot control 
the tongue! But, thank God, there is One 
who can! even our Lord Jesus Christ, 
through the power of the Holy Spirit! 

In seeking the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, we usually go through a sancti- 
fying experience. Says the Spirit, “What 
about that tobacco?” All right, Lord, 
here it goes on the altar. “Now, what 
about that hatred in your heart?” All 
right, Lord, here it goes on the altar. 
“Now, that personal ambition of 
yours? Are you willing to give it all up 
to serve Me?” Oh yes, Lord! anything 
and everything, if you’ll just fill me with 
the Holy Spirit! Now you’ve yielded ev- 
erything but the most wicked, most de- 
structive part of you—the tongue. “All 
right now,” says the Spirit, “‘let’s have 
that tongue.” Oh no, Lord! I’ve enjoyed 
that tongue for thirty years talking 
about folks, and I just can’t give it up 
now. “Very well, no tongue—no Holy 
Ghost!” And when finally the struggle 
is over and we yield that wicked mem- 
ber up to God, what glories do flow— 
brother, when God gets the tongue He’s 
got the man! The speaking in other 
tongues is a clear and logical evidence 
that a higher power than man has taken 
control of you, to rule, guide, govern, 
bless, and use! and He can’t use you till 
He gets the tongue. You are now a “per- 
fect man,” (James 3:2) “and able also 
to bridle the whole body”—providing 
you just let the Holy Spirit KEEP that 
tongue. 

Third reason—Jesus is a person. The 
Holy Spirit is a person—the third per- 
son of the glorious Triune Godhead. Je- 
sus said, “If a man love me, he will keep 
my words: and my father will love him, 
and WE will come unto him, and MAKE 
OUR ABODE with him.” John 14:23. 
He also said, “He (the Holy Spirit) 
dwelleth with you and shall be IN you,” 
V. 17. Yes, the Holy Spirit is a PERSON 
and that person comes and DWELLS IN 
US. Paul said, “Know ye not that ye are 
the temple of God, and that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in you?” (1 Cor. 3:16). 
And again; “What? know ye not that 
your body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which IS IN YOU—” (1 Cor. 6: 
19). Then what more natural and logi- 
cal, when this divine being comes to 
take up His abode within you, than that 
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He should manifest His presence by 
speaking? And since He comes in spirit 
form to dwell in YOUR body, He will 
naturally use YOUR tongue! 

Jesus said, “The words that I speak 
unto you I speak not of myself: but the 
Father that dwelleth in me, he doeth 
the works” (John 14:10). Acts 2:4 tells 
us that “they began to speak with other 
tongues as THE SPIRIT gave utter- 
ance.” 

The writer can personally testify that 
from the time he received the baptism 
with. the Holy Spirit he has been con- 
scious at all times, especially while 
preaching, singing, or praying, of an- 
other person dwelling in his innermost 
being, speaking in other tongues and 
glorifying God while he spoke in Eng- 
lish. Often this anointing becomes so 
heavy that it is difficult to contiaue to 
speak in a known language. Yes, the 
speaking in other tongues is a logical, 
reasonable, and most glorious evidence 
that the Spirit of the living God has 
come to His temple to dwell.
